Do you know your neighbor, 
or the family across the street? 
How about the fellow who fills 
up your gas tank? What is his 
name and does he know yours? 

All it takes to know people 
is to be interested in becoming 
acquainted.

In one town a_ week-long 
“get acquainted” program was 
launched and people were urged 
to get to know better every one 
with whom they dealt and in 
the area in which they lived. 

That was a fine idea. Let’s go 
that city one better. Instead of 
a week-long program, it could 
be a year-long plan. 

TAX MONEY 

Some years ago, local taxes on 
local real property paid most of 
the city’s tax bill. Among some 
of the changes in recent years, 
is a change in the source of the 
municipal income. 

Income to the municipal gov- 
ernment is about $500,000 an- 
nually. Of this amount, taxes on 
real property produce 28 per 
cent for a total of $138,000. Half 
of this sum comes from citrus 
property and half from the resi- 
dential district. 

The sales tax, permits, city’s 
share of the state gas tax and 
other charges provide the ad- 
ditional income. 

This analysis of the city’s in- 
come doesn’t make paying of 
the current property tax bill 
any less difficult. It does em- 
phasize the fact that the burden 
of government has been spread 
to many people other than only 
owners of real property.
